Super Skyscraper to be Erected in

The world's highest building, an 
ofllco structure of 110 storeys, tower¬

Sir Alan Cobham Say* Flying Properly 
Carried Out i* Safe 

\vlatlon sis the creator of stronger 
bonds between tho various units Of 
the llritlsh Commonwealth of Nations, 
and as a definite factor for peace 
throughout the world, was the word 
picture painted by Sir Alan Cobliam, 
ono of the pioneers of long-distance 
air travel, in a delightfully breezy ad¬ 
dress. given In reply to an official wel¬ 
come from tho city of Toronto, ten¬ 
dered nt a luncheon In the King Ed¬ 
ward Hotel. 

In typical fashion. Sir AlAn poked 
fun at the "perils of the air” which 
Canon Cody had mentioned. "That is 
Just the Idea 1 have been trying to 
kill for the last five or six years,” he 
said. "One needs to develop a kind 
of Coue-tsm on the subject by repeat¬ 
ing: it Is perfectly safe and simple to 
fly. Flying, If properly carried out, is 
not dangerous, and when l say that 1 
mean It. The Idea of perils of the 
air dates back to thc wartime. 

"Wo have got to that stage where. 
1 assure you. taking tv trip from Lon- 
don to Tatis la Just as safe by air as 
by any other way; In fact, it Is safer 
between Calais and I*arls." 

There were three separate kinds of 
aviation. Sir Alan ’continued, and it 
was because the three were confuse! 
that ideas detrimental to living were 
entertained today. 

First, there was service flying In the 
army, navy or air force. Then there 
was air transport—commercial or pas 
senger, mull or goods, with air liners 
flying to and from two definite points, 
which was a totally different proposi¬ 
tion from service flying. lastly, there 
was the private owner. 

Pasting over service filing. In which 
a pilot has to learn all Kinds of 
".-turns,” Sir Alan declared that air 
transport was straight flying between 
two points, with an experienced pilot, 
and with constant wireless com muni 
cation. Three-engine machines, which 
would fly safely with two engines, 
were being us.»d. so that they would 
foe safe If ono engine went “dead” dur- 


Value of Environmtnt In fh# Influenc¬ 
ing of Human Destiny 

Two terms to which a great doal of 
attention has been paid of recent 
years are eugenics and euthenics. Eu¬ 
genics. tho science of rare Improve¬ 
ment, bases Its appeal on tho great 
Influence which heredity has on the 
health and mentality of human beings. 
Euthenics, on the other hand, has to 
do with Influcnco or environment. 

It would appear that In spite of tho 
Importance of all the things that havo 
been said by the followc ra of Sir Fran¬ 
cis Gallon, the exponents of tho 'eu¬ 
thenics’ Idea of the greater value of 
environment ns a factor In tho in 
fiuenclng of human destiny have the 
better of the argument. 

Notwithstanding much talk uhout 
the family tree, feeblemindedness, 
sterilization of the unfit and. restric¬ 
tive marriage law;-. very little has 
been accomplished in the development 
of eugenic methods. On the othei 
hand, practically all of the wonderful 
advances made In preventive roedi 
cine and hygiene havo been made by 
euthenlc methods. One authority 
states that out of one hundred Eng 
Hsh alive at t**n years of ago thirty 
nine survive to be sixty-eight; out of 
one hundred Roman Egyptians not 
nine survived. All of this was accom 
plished by Improved environment. 

Eugenics doubtless has its place In 
a well-ordered community, but It be 
hooves most of us to pay grontor at 
tention to the development of the 
mind and bodies of our own genera 
tlon rather than develop excessive 
zeakrasneas Tor the welfare of genera 
tions yet unborn at the expense of on: 
owe. The greatest authorities are 
agreed that social hygiene Includes 
both eugenics and euthenics, although 
the tendency fn Anglo-Saxon coun¬ 
tries has been to confine the activities 
of social hygiene organizations to the 
restricted fields of sex education and 
venereal di case control 


Rotation of Crop* Found to Posses* 
Many Advantages 

Everybody will agree that rotation 
ot crops, as Messrs.. E. S Hopkins and 
W. C. Hopper state in their recently 
Issued bulletin by tho Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa, possesses ad 
vantages of tremendous weight. But- 
some of tho statements these exports 
on tho stafT of tho Field Husbandry 
Division of tho Dominion Experiment¬ 
al Farms make, cannot bo loo tho 
roughly kept in mind by every tiller or 
tho soil. Hero are a few that nppeur 
In tire introductory paragraph of tho 
bulletin, which can bo' had freo of 
cost by addressing the Publication* 
Branch at Ottawa. 

To produce by rotation a large yield 
per aero require* very little addition¬ 
al expense beyond that necessary for 
the production of a small crop. 

Tho adoption of a good rotation In¬ 
volve* merely an arrangement of tin¬ 
cropping plan so an to produce ono 
crop after another In tho proper se¬ 
quence. 

If proper methods of tillage are fol¬ 
lowed on the rotations weed* are con¬ 
trolled more satisfactorily' than by con 
tlntiou* or haphazard cropping. 

IT heavy crop* of hay are produced 
some kinds of weeds are prevented 
from growing. v 

Insect pests and fungus are kept In 
check better by rotations than where 
tho *aine kind of crop follows itself. 

Tho tilth of the soil 1 h Improved by 
rotations In which sod Is ploughed un 
der frequently. 

The labor on the farm Is better ills 
. tributed. 

Among the chief factors which In¬ 
crease the lorillity of the soil are crop 
rotations, tho growth of luguruinous 
l crops, the practice of good tillage 
methods, and the application of farm 
manure and proven commercial fertll 
! lxcrs. 

i The bulletin proceeds to dilate upon 
the advantages of many different ro¬ 
tations. such as tlioso covering from 
| three to six years, double rotation. 
’ grain hay pasture rotation, rotations 
lor grain and mixed farming, potatoes, 
and so on. and on various methods of 
t cult ivat hm.
